the shelters escaped injury even 
though they were very close to 
the center of the detonation. 

It is estimated that this ex¬ 
plosion killed 40,000 people and 
injured about the same num¬ 
ber. But we must remember 
that the people in the shelters, 
generally speaking, escaped in¬ 
jury. Three causes contributed 
to the death of these people. 
They were blast, fire and radi¬ 
ation. 

Blast is something we are all 
familiar with because it occurs 
in varying degrees from all 
typos of explosives. Fire, again, 
is something we know about 
and have protective measures 
for. Radiation is something we 
don’t know much about but, 
fortunately, it seems to be less 
lethal than we once thought— 
provided proper precautions are 
taken. 

Atom warfare is a deadly, 
serious business. We must real¬ 
ize that the A-bomb is the 
most lethal and destructive 
weapon ever devised. 

It is not hopeless, however, 
because even the A-bomb has 
its limitations and is not an 
absolute weapon. Communities 
and individuals can do much 
toward reducing the human toll 
in case of attack. 

Prepared people, away from 
the immediate vicinity of an 
explosion, also can do much to 
help care for those near to 
“ground zero.” Through a 
knowledge of the facts we can 
learn to face the hazards of 
atomic warfare squarely and 
make plans to minimize dam¬ 
age and loss of life. 

Above ail, knowledge dispels 
fear and gives us the tools with 
which we can face the future 
with confidence. 


or something else. 

Bomb No. 1 was a test bomb 
exploded in the desert some 80 
miles from Alamogordo, New 
Mexico. It proved two things: 
the possibility and the effec¬ 
tiveness of such a bomb. This 
bomb was suspended from a 
steel tower 100 feet high, and 
after the explosion all that re¬ 
mained of the tower were four 
stumps standing in a crater a 
half mile wide. This crater was 
covered with a greenish glass¬ 
like material formed by the 
fusing of the sand. A big cloud 
formed over the explosion was 
carried away by the wind. 

Bombs Nos. 2 and 3 were det¬ 
onated over Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. Detailed reports on 
these two explosions of atom 
bombs are available. 

Bombs Nos. 4 and 5 were test¬ 
ed at Bikini, and although 
many of the results of these 
te.st explosions are still classi¬ 
fied it is possible, utilizing 
some of the information re¬ 
leased, to formulate certain 
protective measures to help us 
in our defense problem. 

Bombs Nos. 6, 7 and 8 were 
also test bombs exploded on 
Eniwetok in the Marshall Is¬ 
lands. Almost no information 
is available, except there has 
been a hint that they are ap¬ 
proximately 10 times more 
powerful than the bombs used 
in Japan. 

Bomb No. 9 is the mysterious 
atomic explosion that occurred 
in Russia. We now know that 
other nations can make atomic 
bombs and use such bombs 
against us. We must plan ac¬ 
cordingly. 

The literature tells us that 
the energy released in a deto¬ 
nation from an atomic bomb 
is roughly equivalent to 20,000 
tons of TNT. When we com-

Four articles are being prepared on this subject. The first one 
will deal with the general nature of the atom bomb. 

Thus far, eight or possibly nine atom bombs have been ex¬ 
ploded. We say possibly nine because we do not know for sure 
whether the “atomic explosion” reported from Russia was a bomb 


pare that with the one-quarter 
or half-ton bombs used in con¬ 
ventional bombing practice, we 
can get some idea of the mag¬ 
nitude of an atomic explosion. 

There is no need for people 
interested in civilian defense 
to go into nuclear physics, but 
it is interesting to. note that the 
principal supply of uranium 
comes from northwest Canada, 
Utah, Colorado and the Belgian 
Congo. Other nations have ade¬ 
quate supplies of uranium ore, 
and we know that Russia and 
her satelites have access to 
many sources. 

Because we cannot get to¬ 
gether with Russia in a suit¬ 
able plan for the world-control 
of atomic energy, we must be 
realistic enough to provide ade¬ 
quate civilian defense plan¬ 
ning. 

It will be helpful to us to de¬ 
scribe what happens when a 
bomb detonates over an un¬ 
alerted city, as happened on 
August 6, 1945, in Hiroshima. 
Four square miles of the ten 
square miles comprising Hiro¬ 
shima were destroyed beyond 
use. Three additional square 
miles were severely damaged. 
Thirty per cent of the popula¬ 
tion were killed and another 30 
per cent were seriously injured. 
Almost all buildings were de¬ 
stroyed—only a few isolated 
cases of very strong reinforced 
concrete construction remained 
standing. 

Three days later a somewhat 
more powerful bomb was drop¬ 
ped over Nagasaki and, be¬ 
cause a partial condition of 
alert existed, some 400 persons 
were in the city’s tunnel-like 
shelters. Most of the people in

that you can imagine. Inter¬ 
mingle it with a little clean 
soil. The Sweet Peas love it. 
If you can get a little “mush¬ 
room spawn,” I assure you that 
those Sweet Peas will ”go to 
town.” 

After you have planted the 
seed, keep the bed evenly moist 
so that the seeds will germin¬ 
ate evenly. If the birds make a 
nuisance of themselves by gob¬ 
bling the little green shoots 
when they first come through 
the ground, dust the beds quite 
heavily with BIRDS-OFF. This 
will protect the seed beds with¬ 
out injury to the soil, or seed, 
or to the birds themselves. 

Other Garden Duties

my desk in the form of leaves 
with the edges eaten away or 
with holes eaten in the middle 
of them. Theseforms of dam¬ 
age are the results of “chew¬ 
ing insects” such as Beetles, 
Worms, Caterpillars, Cut 
Worms and similar species.

It’s nearly time to plant 
Sweet Peas, and since your 
Sweet Pea bed should be pre¬ 
pared about three weeks before 
. you plant it, it’s not a bit too 
early to begin preparation. If 
you’re one of those people for 
whom the vines grow 'higher 
than your head, loaded with 
beautiful, fragrant Sweet Peas, 
then perhaps there isn’t much 
I can tell you about planting 
them. But if you’d like to know 
how to grow them better than 
you ever did before, here is 
my personal formula: 

Have your trench at least two 
feet deep and 18 inches wide. 
Put a layer of good, clean cow 
manure at the bottom of the 
It has greater PENETRATING Power. With trench. Then a layer of soil. 

Mix the two together thorough¬ 
ly. Make your next layer of cow 
manure or decomposed leaf 
mold and fill the remainder of 
the trench with soil. Mix the 
contents of your trench again 
thoroughly and water it down 
and let it remain for two or 
three weeks. If you’d like to 
add a little bone rpeal—about 
half a pail full to a row 20 to 
25 feet long—or a little com¬ 
mercial Sweet Pea food, that is 
fine. But wait to actually plant 
your Sw’eet Peas until along the 
latter part of August so that 
your young plants do not come 
up early enough to confront the 
sharp contract between the hot 
days and the cool nights, as this 
has a tendency to break down 
the buds. If you happen to live 
anywhere near a mushroom 
farm, drive over some Sunday 
afternoon and ask them to give 
you some of the “mushroom 
spawn.” It is ordinarily thrown 
away but it’s the most wonder¬ 
ful stuff for filling in the top 
layer of your Sweet Pea trench

start last May, but it's been 
delayed this long already,” he 
said, ^here can be no harm 
in pushing it aside just until 
the first of the year.” 

Similar views were express¬ 
ed by Miss Dunning, A1 Su- 
man, R. E. Garland, Ralph Hur- 
wit, Mrs, Harold Roberts, Don 
Jackson, Henry Nelson, and 
“Peg” Henzie. 

Miss Dunning stressed the 
point that “Christmas shop¬ 
ping” actually begins early in 
the Fall, and even if the job 
were finished by the end of No¬ 
vember, as had been predicted 
by City Engineer Harry H. 
Shatto, merchants still would 
suffer great financial loss. 

She pointed out that most 
of the income of a smaller 
storekeeper is made during the 
autumn months preceding and 
including the “rush” weeks in 
December. 

Mr. Jackson said his men’s 
clothing business was off as 
much as 58 per cent last Christ¬ 
mas during the time sewers 
were being put in on Sierra 
Madre boulevard. 

Mr. Hurwit remarked that 
Christmas shopping already is 
starting in his shoe business. 
Mr.Garland estimated that 
small merchants make as 
much as one half of their 
year’s income during the 
months of October, November, 
and December. 

Councilman N o r e n Eaton 
pointed out that “it’s easy to 
stop a project of this typo, but 
hard to start it up again.” 

“Frankly, I don’t ever expect 
to see the street go in, the way 
the Council has been dilly¬ 
dallying,” Councilman Eaton 
declared. 

“Last February, Councilman 
Barter moved that the project 
be started in May,” he said. 


“What has held up the work 
since then, I really can’t tell 
you.” 

He jokingly suggested 
that perhaps Mr, Barter can 
renew his motion again next 
February and start the cycle 
for another year. 

When Miss Dunning asked 
why Mr. Barter’s motion of 
February was not acted upon. 
Mayor William. A. Kinney re¬ 
plied that the project had been 
“reengineered.” 

He said some had felt that 
the federal government’s proj¬ 
ect to extend a storm drain up 
Baldwin would be carried out 
in 1954 or 195G. and that the 
city should hold off on its 
drain plans. 

“I still contend both jobs— 
resurfacing of Baldwin and 
the installation of storm drains 
—should be done at the same 
time.” Mayor Kinney stated. 

“I want to go on record as 
asking that the project be de¬ 
layed,” he said. 

The Mayor asked an infor¬ 
mal show of hands in the au¬ 
dience of who wanted to delay 
the project until the first of 
the year. Two merchants, J. C. 
Loomis Jr. and Carl Hansen, 
voted that the work should go 
ahead now. Said Mr. Loomis: 

“If we don’t do it now, the 
job will not get done.” 

When Councilman Barter was 
asked for his opinion, he said 
that when ho made the motion 
in February, he thought it 
would only be a matter of ad¬ 
vertising for bids. 

“There was no indication 
that my motion, which was ap¬ 
proved by the Council, would 
not be carried out,” he said. 

“It is my personal opinion 
that the job should be reen¬ 
gineered, again, with the drain 
put in on the west side of 
Baldwin, and advertisements 
for both the drain and re¬ 
surfacing jobs published sim¬ 
ultaneously,” Councilman Bar¬ 
ter said. 

A decision on whether or not 
to delay the project was ex¬ 
pected as soon as the lowest 
bidding contractor reports with 
his proposed work schedule.

Here is what happened to 
old-age and survivors’ insur¬ 
ance in the San Gabriel and 
Antelope Valley areas when 
President Truman signed the 
1950 amendments to the Social 
Security Act. 

All monthly insurance checks 
now being paid to the 15,000 
.social .secruity beneficiaries in 
the area administered by the 
Pasadena field office will be 
raised substantially, beginning 
with September checks, accord¬ 
ing to Jay Wooten, manager of 
the local office. 

These automatic increa.ses, 
tor September, are scheduled to 
reach local beneficiaries during 
the first week in October. In¬ 
creases will range from about 
50 per cent to about 100 per 
cent, Mr. Wooten said. 

For example, he said the 
average primary benefit of ap¬ 
proximately $26 for a retired 
worker will bo increased to 
about $46. A widow with two 
children who had been receiv¬ 
ing $55 a month now will get 
about $110.

The costliest forest fire sea¬ 
son in California since 1924 
now is at its peak of danger, 
federal and state forestry chiefs 
said this week in a joint warn¬ 
ing to hunters and all others 
who will be in the outdoors 
this fall. 

“This has been the most ex¬ 
plosive fire season California 
has had in 26 years,” said a 
statement issued by DeWitt 
Nelson, state forester, and Per¬ 
ry A. Thompson, U. S. regional 
forester. “An unusual lack of 
humidity dried the forests and 
ranges this year to such a de¬ 
gree that some fires have trav¬ 
eled a mile in a very few min¬ 
utes.”

At this time of year, we are 
much more susceptible to fire 
than during the spring and 
rainy season.

However, we find people who 
never give it a thought, be- 
ause they have moved from 
parts of the country where fire 
permits and carefulness is 
either not needed or neglected.

It is a 
nightmare to the fire fighters 
who are responsible to think 
what might happen if there 
was a fire in the “wee small 
hours” of the morning, if fire 
fighters did not hear the sig¬ 
nal alarm. Minutes could pass 
and fire could develop into a 
holocaust. That’s a fact—a real 
one. It’s more than you think. 

Your fire department, made 
up of men who are anxious to 
keep your taxes as low as pos¬ 
sible, work hard to prevent 
fires from getting started. All 
are taxpayers. They want the 
best and the safest way to 
keep our town safe from the 
terror and destrution of fire. 

We ask those who are inter¬ 
ested to all us before attempt¬ 
ing any outdoor, open burning, 
or before using a barbecue.
